The relic of pioneer time# shown me 
by Mr. Isaac Hubbard and in relation 
to tha locality of the finding and time 
of entering the land on which it was 
found, 1 find the following facts from 
the records of the Lincoln county clerk's 
office: That on March 31, 1781, Daniel 
McCormack entered 760 acre* of land 
lying on both sidaa of the Hanging Fork 
of Dick's river and adjoining the lands 
of the settlement of Isaac Shelby and 
on the old trace from Big Flat Lick on 
fcol. Benjamin Logan to Knob Lick, 
which was Isaac Shelby's settlement.
